Matanzas, on the Dominican north 
east coast, felt the full force of 
the wave, but many residents r-t 
that town already had fled to the 
interior. Earlier reports said 424 
homes were destroyed m Matanzas 
Sunday. 


358 Shocks Since Sunday 


Many buildings which withstood 


the previous shocks—the Guayan- 
do Observatory in San Juan, Puer- 
to Rico, said there had been 158 
since Sunday—crumbled during a 
40-second tremor yesterday morn- 
ing and reports from the Domin- 
ican Republica said panic-stricken 
people jumped from balconies to 
the street. Frightened residents re- 
fused to spend the night in their 
homes and stretched out in the 
open.

by a District of Columbia 


grand jury July 26, 1943. They 
were accused of joining axis ra- 
dio propagandists in attacks on 
the American war effort.

viction might carry the death pen- 
alty. 


Chandler, born in Chicago, serv- 


ed in the United States navy, then 
became a reporter in Baltimore. 
Later he was in the advertising 
and brokerage business. 


He went to Europe in 1930 and 


was selected by the nazis to go on 
thp air as "Paul Revere" after 
two of thp other indicted Ameri- 
cans, Edward Leopold Delancy, a 
native of Olney, 111., and Frederick 
W. Kaltenbach of Dubuque, Iowa, 
had failed to incite any uprisings 
in the United States.

Manhunt Aboard U. 


S. Destroyer Ends

July 25, Benjamin Leroy Hobbs 
of Nebo, N. C., was criminally 
attacked, bludgeoned and slowly 
strangled near his bunk on the 
U. S. S. Stnbhng. Two days later 
David Joseph Watson, a Negro 
cook third cla, 
naval custody. 


Last night Miami's FBI chief, 


Joseph E. Thornton, announced 
that Watson had made a detailed 
confession of the crime. 


Thornton said Watson, 
whose 


home is in Norfolk, Va , disclosed 
that he attempted

Hobbs as he slept on the deck of 
the destroyer, that Hobbs awoke 
and tried to fight, and that he 
struck the young sailor on the 
back of the head with a wrench 
and strangled Him slowly with a 
piece of rope from a tarpaulin.

North Carolina farm.

President Truman today 
signed 


into law a bill giving some 15,- 
000,000 veterans the right to col- 
lect terminal leaves pay.

000,000 in cash

bonds to non-commissioned mem- 
bers of the armed 
forces 
who 


did not receive all of the fur- 
lough time to which they were 
entitled. 


It was signed by Truman at a 


mid-day White House ceremony. 
Until now, leave pay has been 
the exclusive prerogative of offi- 
cers. 


The bill provides that enlisted 


personnel will be paid for un- 
used furlough time at the daily 
pay rate of the last grade held, 
plus 70 cents a day for subsis- 
tence and, in the case of those in 
the upper thre pay grades

Second Pay Boost 


Is Denied by WSB 


Washington, Aug. 9--IAP) — 


The government stiffened its in- 
flation control policies today by 
refusing to sanction a 
second 


of reconversion pay boosts in a 
major industry. 


Reconversion Director John R. 


Steelman made the ruling in a 
case affecting only Pacilic North- 
west lumber workers. But his de- 
cision plainly implied that the 
administration 
wants 
to 
keep 


wages in line for the time be- 
ing. 


The government's only remain- 


ing control over wages is a re- 
quirement of federal approval be- 
fore any increased pay costs can 
be submitted to OPA as a basis for 
higher price ceilings. 


Thus, Steelman's new 
ruling 


serves as a -warning that employ- 
ers may have to bear the entire 
cost of future pay increases grant- 
ed where workers already had re- 
ceived the full amount coming to 
them under the existing wage- 
price policy. 


45.000 Affected 


The lumber decision applied to 


more than 45,000 workers in the 
west coast industry. They had re- 
ceive'd a 15-cent hourly increase in 
wages which was approved by the 
government as a post war in- 
dustry "pattern." Then the CIO 
and AFL unions involved nego- 
tiated an additional five-cent an 
hour pay boost. 


The National Wage Stabiliza- 


tion Board which passes on such 
matters subject to Steelman's re- 
view decided that'because of "spe- 
cial circumstances' 'it would ap- 
prove 3'a cents of the 5-cent sec- 
ond increase for application to- 
ward price relief. WSB said other 
industries had received 181- cents 
an hour postwar wage increases. 


At Portland, Ore., a spokesman 


for the west coast lumber indus- 
tiy, said it will appeal the entire 
ruling.

Heirens' Abnormality Is 


Considered Unique in 


Criminal Records 


Chicago, Aug. 9 — Explanation 


for William George Heirens, 17. 
insofar as he can be explained, 
was sought by authorities yester- 
day in the closely typed pages of 
his ultra-frank confession of three 
slayings, two shootings, an as- 
sault, and so many burglaries that 
he himself cannot remember all 
of them. 


From his confession, they drew 


the picture of a youth who Delved 
into esoceric books 
bevond his 


years whih he sought in a career 
of crime release from an abnormal 
sexual urge, which he says has 
possessed him since childhood. 


They saw his slow, conscious de- 


velopment of a dual personality, 
the construction of an alter ego, in 
an apparent effort o his confused

mind to achieve personal absolu- 
tion for his misdeeds. 


Still Clings lo Alter Ejo 


By this means, he felt he could 


cast aside his role of ruthless 
killer, of psychopathic 
burglar, 


like an unwelcome shadow when 
he reentered his home or his class 
room. So strong did this self-im- 
posed fiction become that even to- 
day, his confession revealed, he 
has difficulty in divesting himself 
of it. 


One fact of his abnormal men- 


tality was revealed by a collection 
of books found in a secret cache 
in Woodlawn hall, on the Univer- 
sity of Chicago 
campus, 
along 


with jewelry and weapons stolen 
in burglaries. 


The titles 
included 
"Psycho- 


pathis SexuaUs." by Von Krafft- 
Ebing; works by 
Schopenhauer. 


Spinoza, Nietzsche, and Sigmund 
Freud, together with "Marriage 
Manual,' bj Hannah A. Stone, ad- 
vertised as a practical guide book 
tc sex and marriage. 
"George Wurman Wrote That" 
Heirens said he bought some of 


the books: others were "given" to 
him by "George Murman." who he 
admitted in the confession was a 
fantasy of his imagination. 


Asked about an inscription in 


one of the books, he said, "As far

Denies Leaning to Philosophy 
Despite the- number of philos- 


ophical works in the collection, 
Heirens denied that he was a fol- 
lower of philosophy. 


Asked how many of the works 


he had read, he said: 


"As many pages as are duty in 


any of these books." 


Heirens discussed with complete 


frankness the 
abnormal sexual 


urge that he said impelled him to 
commit 
buiglaries 
and 
othei 


crimes. 


He revealed that at the age of 9 


he found it gratifying to dress 
hiruself in women's garments that 
tie found 
"in 
basements"—any 


basement, he admitted, that hap- j 
pened to be unlocked in the vie in 
ity of,his home. 


Later, he disclosed, breaking m- 


:o the basements came to be as- 
sociated in his mind with the 
donning of women's clothing and 


discovered he obtained similar 


giatification meiely by breaking 
nto any place, whether it uas a 
lasement, a home, or an apait- 
ment. 


This, he adm'tted, accounted for 


us two arrests for burglary by 
the time he was 14 years old 


At no tine he told his ques 


tioners, did he have any sexua 
irterest in girls, nor was 
»e ad- 


dicted to abnormal habit* other 
than the abnormality that prompt- 
ed him to adopt burglary as an 
avocation. 


That 
is the William Heirens 


whom psNchiatnsts must try to 
explain before he is sentenced foi 
three of the city's most revolting 
muiders.
